"Light  has  come  into  the  world, 
and  every  man  must  decide  whether 
he  will  walk  in  the  light  of 
creative  altruism  or  the  darkness 
of  destructive  selfishness. 
This  is  the  judgment.  Life's  most 
persistent  and  urgent  question  is, 
what  are  you  doing  for  others."

This  year,  while  the  Students'  Council  has  been 
active  in  its  service  function  and  general  round  of 
activities  as  usual,  it  has  not  concentrated  in  any 
specific  field  or  area  of  endeavor;  rather  it  has  been 
a  year  of  "consolidation"  and  "patchwork".  While 
floats  and  snow  sculptures  are,  I  suppose,  a  necessary 

part  of  council's  services,  the  most  important  operation  of  council  is  in  the  sphere 

of  its  representative  function. 

Liberalization  in  dress  regulations,  extension  of  weekend  open  house,  student 
representatives  to  the  Academic  Council,  course  evaluations  and  descriptions  to 
incoming  freshmen,  female  upperclassmen  honour  system,  a  revamped  Orientation, 
these  were  some  of  the  accomplishments  of  this  year's  council.  However,  the 
function  of  any  students'  council  can  succeed  only  insofar  as  that  group  holds  the 
support  and  interest  of  its  constituents.  This  council  in  particular  has  questioned 
its  role  as  a  service  and  representative  body.  The  H.C.S.C.  must  be  something 
more  than  solely  an  organization  concerned  with  running  dances  and  sponsoring 
athletics.  It  is  no  longer  possible  nor  desired  that  the  student  body  should  just 
passively  dole  out  $20.50  for  council  fees.  In  fact  students  must  involve  themselves 
constructively  and  critically.  They  too  must  become  legislative  participants, 
determining  council's  goals  and  priorities  and  sharing  in  the  attempt  to  make 
these  objectives  realized. 

Said  Pericles:  "We  alone  regard  the  man  who  takes  no  part  in  public  affairs, 
not  as  one  who  minds  his  own  business,  but  as  good  for  nothing  ...  In  truth, 
our  people  have  this  point  of  superiority  over  other  men:  to  be  the  most  daring  in 
action  and  yet,  at  the  same  time,  most  given  to  reflection  upon  the  adventures 
which  we  mean  to  undertake."

EDITORIAL 


Writing  obituaries  for  dead  journals  is  a  task  best 
left  to  the  former  editors  of  such  publications,  but  as 
Dave  Piatt  could  not  be  reached  on  short  notice  to  write 
one,  the  task  has  fallen  to  me. 

I  do  not  particularly  relish  the  chore,  because  1968- 
1969  was  not  a  good  term  for  the  Times.  The  production 
staff  did  not  fulfill  their  commitments,  deadlines  were 
missed,  the  H.C.S.C.  became  sharply  critical,  and  many 
students  were  distinctly  hostile  to  the  new  look  of  the 
paper. 

At  the  hub  of  the  commotion  was  incumbent  editor 
Tim  Shortreed,  whose  concept  of  the  ideal  Times  involved 
making  it  a  junior-sized  Gazette.  The  idea  was  too  novel 
to  be  satisfactorily  digested  by  a  large  portion  of  the 
student  body,  and  the  paper  developed  internal  diffi- 
culties as  well. 

Shortly  before  Christmas,  Tim  bowed  to  a  variety 
of  pressures  and  resigned.  His  place  was  taken  by  Dave 
Piatt,  who  became  the  first  Freshman  editor  in  recent 
memory.  For  the  rest  of  the  term,  Dave  produced  a  paper 
that  more  or  less  compromised  the  Shortreed  ideal  and 
the  Times  of  previous  years. 

The  paper  did  have  many  good  qualities,  but  they 
were  overshadowed  all  year  by  personality  conflicts. 
Steve  Mara's  sports  column,  for  instance,  will  be  remem- 
bered as  one  of  the  best  we  have  ever  seen.  One  element 
that  was  sadly  lacking  was  the  spirit  of  fun  and  frivolity 
that  usually  attends  the  production  of  each  issue. 

So  concludes  this  gloomy  exhumation.  Let  us  now 
consign  this  literary  corpse  to  the  files,  where  it  belongs.
